Training day: Kids get primer on policing

Kids practiced making 911 
calls and learned a variety of 
police procedures Saturday 
when the Crime Busters pro¬ 
gram visited the Fairbanks 
Children’s Museum. Hands- 
on activities included dusting 
for fingerprints, handcuffing, 
evidence searches and using a 
facial recognition and sketch¬ 
ing program. 

Lorna Illingworth, execu¬ 
tive director of Volunteers in 
Policing, said she created the 


Crime Busters program in the 
early ’90s as a way to teach 
kids about what police officers 
do. Some activities, such as the 
arrest and search lesson, are 
designed to correct misconcep¬ 
tions kids might get from TV 
and video games. 

“We use the handcuffing to 
talk about how police officers 
should treat everybody with 
dignity and respect. We tell 
them that just because some¬ 
body made a bad choice, it 
doesn’t mean they’re a bad per¬ 
son,” Illingworth said during 
the two-hour event.

Moore’s first recog¬ 
nition came when he 
received the Joe Fellers 
Dawson City Award — 
the 2 ounces of Klond¬ 
ike gold he earned for 
being the first musher 
into the Dawson City 
checkpoint. 

Moore also took 
home the Veterinarians’ 
Choice Award, pre¬ 
sented to the musher 
who best demonstrates 


outstanding canine 
care. Moore was the 
first musher to win the 
Quest with a full team 
of dogs, finishing with 
each of the 14 dogs he 
left the Fairbanks start 
line with on Feb. 3. 

The Two Rivers mush¬ 
er was emotional at the 
podium at different 
points throughout the 
banquet, especially 
when he talked about 
the unity the Quest 
brings out between 
everybody involved. 

“It’s amazing we can 
get two countries to 
come together,” Moore 
said as he addressed 
the crowd.

come together, and it’s 
good.”
